FRESNO, April 5.—A good year In 
all dried fruit likes, with tho* possi­ 
ble exception of peaches, is anticipat­ 
ed by James Madison, vice president 
and manager of the California Asso­ 
ciated Raisin Company, who has re­ 
turned from a visit of several weeks 
to eastern market centers. Madison 
visited all the larger m arket centers 
and many of the rural districts as 
well. 
“The general feeling throughout the 
east is optimistic,” he said. “The ru­ 
ral districts were never in better con­ 
dition. The large cities are not in as 
good shape and the trade 1b inclined 
to be dull. The main reason is that the 
bankers are not letting out money on 
long-term loans and this has resulted 
in curtailing 
improvements 
of 
all 
kinds. 
“I found stocks of raisins to be lim­ 
ited, and, in fact, all California pro­ 
ducts, because of the fact that every­ 
body has been buying conservatively. 
Because of the limited stocks, I look 
for a good demand for California pro­ 
ducts, with the possible exception of 
peaches. 
’Dried poaches are being supplanted 
by apples and other fruits produced 
locally. There were very heavy crops 
of local fruits, and as a consequence 
housewives did more 
canning 
than 
usual. 
One firm manufacturing Jara 
advised me that, their sales last sum­ 
mer had broken all records. With the 
housewife well stocked with canned 
fruits, the m arket for dried peaches 
has not been very active.” 
The Associated is making special 
efforts to deal directly wit,h wholesale 
grocers and the baking 
trade, 
and 
while in the east Mr. Madison said he 
had pleasant meetings with nearly all 
of the larger wholesale grocers. 
He also established an 
Associated 
office in New York to handle the trade 
for the company in that city and keep 
it informed on general conditions.

Rhort time ago a similar office was es 
tahlished in Chicago. 
"I do not believe the war has hurt 
the raisin industry any,” he said, "be 
cause there have been no free ship­ 
ments, and I do not think there is any 
question but what the trade will buy 
when the proper time comes.”
